And  dear  Aunt  Jane — she  is  the  same  old  darling  that  she 
always  was,  only  more  so.     How  glad  she  was  to  see  us  all! 

You  will  find  the  program  of  the  week  elsewhere  in  this  issue, 
so  I  will  not  try  to  tell  you  everything.  But  I  must  tell  you  about 
Sunday  evening.  After  a  most  delightful  "vesper"  service  out- 
doors, at  Mrs.  Thomas  Sutton's  invitation,  we  all  journeyed  down 
to  her  hospitable  porch  and  spent  the  very  nicest  kind  of 
evening  "looking  backward "  and  renewing  our  youth.  On  Monday 
evening  we  had  a  class  dinner  at  Mrs.  White's.  I  would  like  to 
tell  you  about  the  good  things  we  had  to  eat,  but  space  forbids. 
However,  I  must  tell  you  that  the  principal  event  of  the  evening 
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was  Miss  Leonard's  counting  the  "juniors'"  noses — looking  forward 
to  the  good  of  the  School,  she  said.
